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Selectmen's Report. 


To the Taxpayers : 

The summary of orders drawn during the year, detailed lists of

There has been paid into the general fund on account of sales of 
liquor, rents of town hall and unexpended dog fnnd, $4,459.80, 
which, deducted from the amount of orders from the general fund, as 
above, leaves $16,754.45 as the amount drawn from the general fund 
out of the money arising from taxation. 

The listers’ expenses were very heavy and more than double the 
year previous. This was causedby extra work and expenses in tak- 
ing the quadrennial appraisal of real estate. The list is greatly 
increased, but we have not the figures at hand to show what that 
increase is. In accordance with the vote of the town, the appraisal 
was printed and distributed to the taxpayers. The expense of print- 
ing, itself, was less than $100, but the cost of preparing the list, at 
the time, distributing, etc., increased it to a much larger sum, but it 
was money satisfactorily expended. 
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The money received from dog licenses amounted to $365.80, while 
orders for damages, etc., are as follows :

This leaves a balance of $213.80, unexpended, which is carried 
to the goneral fund. There is no doubt but that a large number of 
dogs are unlicensed, and the income from this source (which, with 
the sales of the liquor agency, are the only sources of income aside 
from the taxes), should be much larger. 

ARBITRATIONS. 

The claims of Mrs. Gilfeather, Daniel Gerrity and A. F. Davis 
against the town, growing out of their claims for damages, have 
been settled by arbitration. The most important was the claim of 
A. F. Davis, who claimed many thousand dollars damages to his mill 
property. The selectmen proposed that the claim be arbitrated as the 
most economical method of settling, and, under the advice of the 
town agent, the matter was submitted to Hon. Simeon Allen of Fair 
Haven, Hon. Cyrus Jennings of Hubbardton and Hon. J. V. Carney 
of Bennington , and, after several hearings, they reported, awarding 
Mr. Davis $3,000 and certain costs of the suit theretofore brought 
against the selectmen individually. 

The claims of Mrs. Gilfeather and Daniel Gerrity were also sub- 
mitted to arbitration in accordance with instructions at the last 
annual meeting, Messrs. William Cronan, H. O. Carpenter and Milo 
Lyman acting as arbitrators. They awarded Mrs. Gilfeather $650, 
and Mr. Gerrity $350. 

Mr. F. S. Hale had a claim against the town for damage to his 
land and live stock on account of the sewage from the town farm. 
There being little doubt but that he had a legal claim, it was sub- 
mitted to George E. Boyce, Moses Hayward and F. Chaffee, who 
awarded him $150. 
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The sewage question at the town farm presented a troublesome 
problem. There was no way to take care of it except to let it run 
as it had been — and threats of injunction were made. After a good 
deal of investigation, it was decided to adopt the Sinead Dry Air 
system. This required the building of a large briok stack, and the 
total expense for use of patents and construction was about $1200. 
The stack was built by Qeo. E. Russell, and the system was fur- 
nished by the Sinead Co. , controlled by Messrs. E. P. Gilson and John 
N. Woodfin. It is hoped that there will be no more trouble on that 
account. 

The expenses of the town hall appear to be larger than of past 
years, hut all receipts have been paid into the treasury and all 
expenses paid by order from the general fund. Heretofore it has 
been the custom for the person in charge to pay the bills out of the 
receipts, and pay the balance, if any, into the treasury, or draw an 
order for the deficit as the case might be. 

The town has given the free use of the town hall for one or 
more nights to almost every society and organization that asked for 
it in town meeting, and the result is that the receipts run far behind 
the expenses. There was a vote last year that the free use of the 
hall should be given for educational purposes, and under this vote 
its use is claimed free for exhibitions, lecturers and educational 
speakers, both from town and from out of the State. We think the 
people of the town, who awn and maintain the hall, should have a 
right to the use of it practically free for the different public organ- 
izations, societies and meetings for the general public, but that in 
each case the society or organization using it should pay the actual 
cost of opening, heating, lighting, etc. 

The roster of Union soldiers of the entire town as it was before 
division, heretofore authorized by vote, has been carefully prepared 
by Col. J. H. Goulding, and the same will be printed and sold at the 
cost price. The record will be a valuable one and it is expected the 
actual expenses will be repaid the town from sales. 

The growth of the town necessitates new highways and extend- 
ing and widening of others, and if built through occupied land the 
damages are heavy. 
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We have voted to lay out an extension of Lincoln avenue from 
the north end, northerly to and perhaps across Field avenue, to be 
known as Lincoln boulevard. The land damages will amount to 
over $4,000, and a part of the land damages are paid. This high- 
way was asked for by a very long petition of substantial taxpayers. 

We have extended Williams street a short distance easterly, to 
Nichols street ; land damages to Austin and Gilman, $125, not yet 
paid, and street not yet worked. 

Also laid out and worked Burnham Avenue from Elm Street to 
Lincoln avenue. No land damages. 

Also laid out an extension of Washington street, easterly from 
Lafayette street. No land damages. 

Also laid out and worked Water street, running northerly from 
State street, parallel with Cleveland avenue. No land damages. 

Also laid out and worked Chaplin street, running easterly from 
South Main street, below the fair ground. No land damages. 

We have discontinued part of the Cheney Hill road, on the top of 
the hill, on account of the opening of the road around the hill. 

We have widened and raised the road at the foot of the Mussey 
hill. Mr. Geo. W. Chaplin is aggrieved at this, and papers in a 
suit, claiming $15,000 damages, have been personally served on each 
of the selectmen. 

j Soon after the accidents at the “ Landon crossing,” the select- 
Smen were notified to appear before the railroad commissioners at a 
hearing as to the necessity of abolishing that crossing entirely. An 
extended hearing was had'; the matter of a tunnel at Pine street and 
also under Landon’s crossing was diseussed. No change was then 
ordered, but gates were ordered to be erected at the Landon crossing. 

There are articles in the warning in regard to these proposed 
tunnels. Should a change be ordered by the railroad commission- 
ers, part of the expense could be assessed upon the railroad com- 
panies. 

If, however, the town should order a tunnel at either place, 
there would be no authority to compel the railroads to bear a por- 
tion of the expense, unless they should voluntarily agree to. We 
recommend caution and care in the undertaking of any work of such 
importance and expense, and refer the taxpayers to the report of the 



Surveys and estimates published in last year's report, and we recom- 
mend that if any action at all be taken the matter he left to the 
selectmen with full power to act, in their discretion, and make 
arrangements as they think best. 

The claims of this town against West Rutland and Proctor on 
account of Memorial Hall and division of the town matters are still 
unsettled. The bills have been presented and the matter will prob- 
ably be brought to ahead soon. 

The new ballot law requires that all nominations be made at 
least ten days prior to the town meeting, and as this year the town 
reports are not published until after nominations are made, we sug- 
gest that the town vote that hereafter the year for town matters 
close February 1st, and that the reports be printed and distributed 
as early as February 15th.

OVERSEER’S REPORT. 


To the Taxpayers : 

The calls for help from the town by families on account of deser- 
tion by the husband, and lack of ability and inclination to work, 
have increased during the past year, and the expenses of the out- 
side poor have been a little more than the year before, but the 
expense of keeping the poor at the farm has been less. I have col- 
lected from other towns and parties and paid into the town treasury 
$330.91, and there is due and should be paid bills against other 
towns amounting to over $1,600. These bills are for the care of 
paupers who have been relieved in this town, but whose residences 
in law are in other towns, who are liable to this town for what it 
pays out. Some of the towns contest these claims, and under the 
direction of the selectmen I had suits brought against the towns of 
Brandon, Clarendon and Poultney. They have not come to trial 
yet, but I think there is no question but that this town can recover 
the money paid out. Some of the towns acknowledge their liability 
and it will be settled without suit. The sums collected, and 
which will be collected, reduce the cost of supporting the poor of 
this town to less than last year. 

The selectmen have taken out the water-closets at the farm on 
account of claims and threatened suits for damages from the sewage. 
There seemed to be no way to remedy it except the dry air. system 
similar to the Pine street school house in the village. The expense 
was large and the work is just completed and has hardly got to 
working, but the improvement already shown is great. 

A law was passed at the last legislature punishing personsof suffi- 
cient pecuniary ability who neglect to support their families. I 
have attempted to have this law put in force in several instances, 
and the result has been that rather than go to jail, they have gone 
to work and supported their families. Such lazy people had rather 
spend their time doing nothing and making the town support their 
families than to work, and the threat of jail has a good efiect. 

The tables, etc., appended show in detail the expenditures, etc., 
of the overseer.

The only litigation pending against the town at the date ot' last 
year’s report was : 

Rutland R. R. Co. vs. Town of Rutland. — An appeal from the 
laying out of a highway to connect Spruce and Furnace streets. 

This cause has been heard during the year before the County 
Court commissioners. Their report has not been filed, but from 
their announcements at the time of hearing it is believed that they 
will substantially sustain the action of the selectmen of 1888. 

There was one other cause pending in which the town has be- 
come interested, viz. : 

Albert F. Davis vs. The Boards of Selectmen for 1888 and 1889. 
— An action to recover for not paying him damages on the construc- 
tion of the River street bridge and on closing the former grade cross- 
ing over the railroad tracks. 

This matter was submitted to arbitration in August, 1890. The 
arbitrators awarded Mr. Davis $2,060.54 damages ; arbitrators’ 
charges, $112.22; all which the town has paid, and the foregoing 
litigation was discontinued. 

The town was cited in November last to appear before the 
State Railroad Commissioners in the matter of the Landon crossing. 
The commission ordered gates to be erected, which, it is understood, 
will be done as soon as spring opens. 

The Overseer of the Poor has brought the following actions in 
favor of the town of Rutland : 

Before Ezra Edson, Justice of the Peace. — Against the town of 
Poultney, to recover for the support of Nehemiali Haskins. 

To the March term of the County Court — Against the town of 
Clarendon, to recover for the support of Myron Winslow ; and 
against the town of Brandon,to recover for the support of the Abar 
and Fitzgerald families.

The amount of the orders outstand- 
ing against Memorial Hall account and interest to March 1st, 1891, 
on same, amount to $22,572.99, and it will take a tax of about 25 


per cent to pay the same.
